fore, if a comparison of the twenty-six 
counties in the Free State area with the six 
outside it does not, when the facts 
figures are available, reveal a similarity of | 
result. approaching to an identity of interest. 


Two-thirds of the People Farmers. 


The results of Mr. Morris’s researches in the 
statistics of the Free State are striking 
sponge. and, indeed, in some cases staggering. 
We find over 350,000 farms (those under one 
acre in extent being omitted as ‘‘of little 
Macha significance’) supporting, either 
wholly or in part, a population now 
estimated at not less than two million people, 
or, roughly, about two-thirds of the popula- 
tion of the Free State. Of these it would 
appear that a good deal more than half are 
holdings lying between two and thirty acres, 
In fact, it ig a reasonable conclusion that 
somewhere about one-third of the population 
are farming holdings of less than thirty acres 
in extent, In such circumstances, with, for 
instance, close on 130,000 holdings not ex- 
ceeding fifteen acres each, it’ would seem that 
nothing but intensive farming of the highest 
kind, and the raising of produce ‘of excep- 
tional excellence, marketed in the best 
markets, and at the highest price, could 
prevent our farming from coming under the 
designation applied three weeks ago in the 
British House of Commons to agriculture in 
Great Britain: “a bankrupt = industry.” 
Do the facts in léin fulfil the 
conditions we have just laid down 
as necessary to agricultural salvation? Mr. 
Morris's useful. article supplies a grave 
answer. 


Produce Prices, 


The question of intensive culture is not, in- 
deed, dealt with, but we all know the main 
facts touching that aspect of the problem. 
The essential question at present is yee and 
Mr. Morris’s presentment in regard to it is 
clear. He prints side by side the 1913 and 
1923 prices for wheat, oats, barley, hay, 
potatoes, butter, pork, beef and mutton 
(each per cwt.), eggs per 120, and store cattle 
(one, two, and three-year-olds and springers), 
and sheep (lambs, one to two-year-olds, two 
years and over) per head. Interested readers 
will do well to abtaia and study these figures 
for themselves, but for the sake of simplicity, 
illustration, and deduction, we deal here in 
percentages with some of them. In 
considering the increase in selling 
price last year, as against the pre-war 
(decadal) price, it will, of course, be 
borne in mind that the cost of living figure 
for 1923 lies not far from 80 per cent. above 
the 1914 figure computed by the British Go- 
vernment íor that year. heat is a small 
crop in this country, and the rise in price of 
about 40 per cent. will not tend to increase it. 
But what about oats? This crop stands 
about 45 per cent. above the 1914 price. 
Where is the incentive for continuing to 
cultivate a crop which in 1923 occupied about 
four-fifths of the acreage devoted to cereals? 
And barley did even worse, showing ony a 
price increase of less than 25 per cent. Hay 
did better at 55 per cent.—a fact not calcu- 
lated to advance cause of tillage—potatoes 
much worse, less than 20 per cent. Turning 
to meat, pork ig less than 25 per cent. above 
the 1913 price, beef a little better—about 35 
per cent.—and in mutton, at nearly 80 per 
cent., we reach for the first time a figure 
roughly equal to the increased cost of living. 
In “hve meat” the figures work out well 
for the sheep farmer (at any rate, on paper), 
though what portion of the sale price he 
actually receives does not, of course, appear. 
The percentages here lie between and 
100, whereas those for cattle lie between 40 
and 50 per cent. only. ‘There are no figures 
for bel. 


Saved by Sheep. 


Let us, lastly, consider the figures ~for 
butter and eggs. The former works out 
an approximate increase of 60 per cent. ; the 
latter is well under 50, nearer, in fact, to 45 
We now know what general conclusions nf 
be drawn. Our eggs did not ney | fetc 
us a price equivalent to the cost of living 
increase, nor our butter, though it was some- 
what better. Our crops were worse again. 
Sheep, alone amongst live stock (pigs are 
absent from Mr. Morris’s table), and 
mutton alone amongst the dead meats 
would have enabled our farmers. to 
pay their way, assuming (first) that they were 
able to do so in 1913 and (second) that the 
cost of living figures rose equally on the farm 
and in the city. It is, perhaps, a sufficient 
commentary on the relative increases in the 
price of sheep and mutton as against cattle 
und beef that even if we exclude all milch 
cows from, the cattle population we have 
approximately as many sheep in the country 
as cattle, whilst if we include any big pro-

They 
cannot be said to livé “ out of it,” for beyond 
a return for labour and skill—a return fur- 
nished mainly, not in cash, but in |kind— 
they do not reap profit either from their 
enterprise on their capital. In so far as the 
agricultural. industry of Jreland ís not a 
wholly “ bankrupt industry,” it would appear 
to he due to the fact that the farmer’s own 
“keep ” costs him less than it costs the

While sheep have recently paid the farmer 
better than any other description ' of Jive 
stock, it has to be borne in mind that» the 
price of home-grown mutton has advanced 
because of shortage in the supply, The 
decline in the number of sheep in the country 
is due to the competition of frozen mutton. 
This can be placed on the market in much 
better condition than- foreign beef, and where 
the cheaper cuts are sought for, it meets 
with a ready trade. From this it may be 
inferred. that a good market exists for high- 
on mutton, and that it should be catered 
or. 

Some difficulty. has recently been found. in 
obtaining skilful shepherds. Youths are not 
willing to give the time required to become 
skilled in this branch of stock management, 
and, as a result, flocks are being reduced. 

Where sheep are kept the land will grow 
crops far in excess of any to be obtained by 
the use of artificial manures alone. A sheep 
farm is also usually a clean one; for ewes 
will top all weeds, and thus prevent their 
seeding. Light land can be consolidated by 
running sheep over it, and thus a great im- 
provement can be effected. 

While the price of prime mutton has ruled 
high, the actual. value of sheep has been 
affected by the depression in the wool trade. 
This is actually below pre-war values, owing 
to the stocks laid in by the British Govern- 
ment during the great war now being un- 
loaded on the market. When these are ex- 
hausted, the market for wool will probably 
right itself. 

he general tendency points to the absolute 
necessity of placing a high class article on 
the market, in mutton as in butter and ever- 
thing else, if we are to maintain the position 
which we have captured with so much effort. 


COMPENSATION. FOR 
SLAUGHTERED CATTLE.

The Irish Cattle Exporters’ Association and 
the South of Ireland Association have en- 
dorsed the following scheme for compensation 
for cattle slaughtéred in connection with foot- 
and-mouth disease outbreaks It was out- 
lined’ by Mr. Thomas M‘Connell, M.P., 
Belfast :— 

That the Free State and Northern Ireland 
Governments hold themselves responsible 
for payment of compensation for live 
stock compulsorily slaughtered in British 
lairages up to the usual period of ten hours 
expires, and that the British Government be 
responsible for payment when proof is estab- 
lished that the disease has been contracted in 
Great Britain.

|“ “FLU IN POTATOES. '

At, the last meeting of the Dublin Coise 


Committee of Agriculture some mention was 
made of an outbreak of disease, locally known 
as ‘flu, amongst potatoes at Rush. It was 
suggested that the disease was due to too 
ian dressings with seaweed. 

e Committee thought that some other 
crop should be grown in order to give the 
potato ground a rest—some crop that would 

e equally profitable to those who grow 
potatoes, and for this purpose asparagus, rhu- 
barb and strawberries were suggested as suit- 
able. crops to rotate. In order to demonstrate 
the value of these crops, a sum of £80 has 
been allotted for carrying out experiments in 
their growth next autumn. | 

The disease was first noticed in the district 
of Rush about two years ago by Mr. T. Ward, 
the County Instructor of Agriculture, and nil 
the potatoes examined were found to be badly 
affected with eelworm. While causing the loss 
of a certain proportion of the crop, this 
disease has nothing to do with the destruc- 
tive ‘‘ black scab” disease. At present it is 
being investigated by one of the Department's 
officers, Mr. McWinney, who is working at 
the Albert College Farm, Glasnevin. It 
appears to be confined to the sandy soil of 
Rush and Lusk, and is not of such a nature 
as to cause serious alarm. A remedy has yet 
to be discovered, but it is believed that its 
effects could be greatly mitigated by not 
growing potatoes on the same land in succes- 
sive years. 

The disease has previously been noticed in 
Seotland and in Germanv. 


FEEDING STUFFS AND PIG 
BREEDING, 


The high price of feeding stuffs, together 
with the depressed state of the pig trade, had 
the effect of causing a drop in prices at the 
sales of pocieree pigs at Dublin and Belfast 
Shows. It is clear from the present trend of 
affairs that many farmers are doing their best 
to get out of pig breeding.. A feature of 
some of the pork markets lately has been the 
number of sows sent for slaughter.

LOW GRADE DAIRY BULLS. 


With regard to some of the dairy bulls 
shown recently at Dublin and Belfast, it was 
noticed that a number were out of cows 
which had barely qualified with a milk record 
of 600 gallons.

ture, it was pointed out that the demand for 
flax grown in Ireland this season was, of 
course, bound to be influenced by many fac- 
tors, such as (1) supply of flax from the 
Continent; (2) the demand for that flax by 
Continental spinners; and (3) the competition 
from cotton that Irish linen must face. 

It was the unanimous opinion of those 
present, as representing the three interests 
already specified, that the prospective supplies 
of foreign flax would likely register a shortage, 
more particularly in view of the circumstance 
that the cultivation of the crop in Russis 
must, under existing conditions, continue to 
show a much smaller acreage as compa 
with’ pre-war years. Hence, as t-war ac- 
cumulated stocks of linen g and raw 
materials had been largely disposed of, and 
as the demand for linen goods had improved, 
and was likely to continue, there was every 
probability that an increased supply of flax 
fibre would be required during the coming 
season. Especially was thig so if cotton prices 
continued to rule high. 

From the rapid rise which has taken place 
in raw material it will be dedueed that flax 
and tow are not too plentiful. It may, indeed, 
be accepted that, at. the rate that home-grown 
flax is now being marketed in Ulster, there 
will be no 1923 season fibre available at the 
end of next month. 

Foreign flaxes are steadily rising in value, 
and in several cases are more nominal in 
bulk than material. Further, it must be 
remembered that it will not be until October 
next that augmented supplies will be possible, 
Altogether, the prospects for flax growing are 
hopeful.

From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

The members of the Agricultural Committee 
of the House of Commons held a meeting last 
weék to discuss with Mr. Marshall, of the 
London and North-Eastern Railway, and Mr. 
Metcalfe, of the London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway, the steps taken by railways to dis- 
infect cattle trucks and pens against foot-and- 
mouth disease. The companies’ representa- 
tives pointed out that their instructions were 
those sent out by the Ministry of Agriculture 
in 1912, and that they would gladly co-operate 
in any other steps which might be found 
necessary i 

A noteworthy indication of the great in- 
crease in production “which generally 
occurs with the approach of spring is seen in 
the record of the fifth month of the National 
Utility Poultry Society’s twelve months laying 
tests now taking place on the London an 
North-Eastern Railway Company’s farm at 
Bentley, in Suffolk. In the fourth month 406 
pens of pure-bred fowls laid 52,621 eggs, an 
average per bird of 15.80. Last month the 
number was 36,279, or 17.64 per bird. The 
improved weather came during the last few 
days of the month, and it is probable that 
there will be much better figures for the 
present month. ; 

British beet sugar factories are now arrang- 
ing for contracts with farmers to grow beet 
for the present season, and, while some 12,000 
acres have been signed for on behalf of the 


} Cantley, Norfolk, factory, another 5,000 acres 


have been secured for the factory at Kelham, 
Newark. Over 80 per cent. of the Cantley and 
Kelham contracts are for three years’ duration, 
in accordance with a recent agreement with 
the National Farmers’ Union. It is proposed 
to build another factory at Colwick, Notting- 
ham, and between two and three thousand 
acres are to be taken, if possible, so that the 
produce may be ready in time for the opening 
of the new factory. 

Much concern is being expressed by stock- 
breeders at the effect that the continuance of 
outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease is likely 
to have on the county and district shows in 
this country. It is correct that there has been 


‘a slight diminution in the outbreaks, but it is

PRESENT-DAY ABUSES. 

In one respect they were, perhaps, more 
fortunate, as the Government had: promised 
to take measures eto lessen the present-day 
abuses Agriculture was admittedly in a de- 
pressed condition, due to various causes, in- 
cluding low prices and high cost of produc- 
tion. Amongst the latter must be included 
high county rates, about which there had 
been so much agitation recently in nearly 
every county. | 

They were more concerned with what were 
the remedies for the present depression. He 
would mention some that are possible :— 

‘Better Quality of Produce.—We are pro- 
mised that bills dealing with butter and 
egus will be introduced this session which 
ought to eliminate the inferior produce and 
thereby improve the market for the better 
material. 

‘‘improvement of Cattle.—We are promised 
that a bill to deal with the licensing of 
bulls will also be introduced this session. 
Farmers have been’ agitating for this for 
years. When it has been in force for five 
vears or so I believe that the improvement 
in cattle, etc., will be very marked. 

‘‘ But there is little use in effecting an im.- 
provement in the quality of live stock if rough 
treatment and handling of cattle, when being 
sent to fairs, markets, and to England, is to 
continue. It is important that the quality of 
cattle be improved, but it is equally important 
that the Ministry of Agriculture should obtain 
powers to ensure proper handling of cattle. 

“Lower Transit Costs.—High freights con- 
stitute a heavy tax on farm produce. 

“ Credit, for Farmers.—Up to a few years 
ago farmers were able to obtain Board of 
Works loans. These have now ceased. An 
interim report on Credit has been issued by 
the Commission on Agriculture, and I hope 
that the Government will give effect to the 
recommendations of the Agricultural Commis- 
sion.” 

HIGH RATES AND TAXES. 

Local taxation, he went on to say, Was 
largely in the hands of the farmers them- 
selves. Presently that was only partly correct, 
as there had been no local elections for a 
time. The date of the elections for local 
bodies had been fixed for July next. These 
bodies had control of large expenditure, and 
if farmers and others wished to see efficient 
and economical administration they must see 
that candidates pledged to these points were 
returned. In the meantime certain county 
expenditure was subject to the sanction of the 
Minister for Local Government, and before 
such sanction was given he hoped that the 
demand would be closely scrutinised by him. 

If agriculture was to have a chance of 
retrieving its position it must be relieved from 
the burden of high local taxation. 

In England the Government had given a 
further grant in aid of the local rates. He 
thought that they in Ireland were also entitled 
to a similar grant. 


It was unjust that the farmers should have. 


to bear the greater portion of the cost of the 
main roads, used largely by motor lorries, 
which should be a national charge. Asylums 
should also be a national charge. 


ADVICE TO GOVERNMENT. 


Summing up, he would say to the Govern- 
ment :— 

' For many years, during a period of acute 
depression, farmers and others have borne the 
burden of national taxes and local rates. Both 
taxes and rates must be reduced. High taxes 
and rates weigh heavily on everybody. They 
reduce industry and create unemployment. 
They bear most heavily on depressed in- 
dustries, such as agriculture. “They: help to 
increase the cost of living. The greatest 
service the Government can render the country 
is the reduction of taxation, national and 
local, and the elimination of ‘ profiteering.’ 
If they do both they will earn the thanks of 


the whole community. | 

“ We are sometimes told that the farmers 
have no policy. I have referred to a few 
items only, but there are many other items 
included in the programme of the Farmers’ 
Party. 

“At the elections last August, though we 
did not succeed as well as might be expected, 
still we succeeded in doubling the number of 
farmer deputies. Another result was that 
other parties thought well to include amongst 
their candidates a much larger number of 
farmers.” 

During the past year, he added, there had 
beer", re outbreaks of foot-and-mouth 
diseamé- in England, and they might consider 
themgelves fortunate that, so far, there had 
beer’ no outbreak in Ireland. 

The Ministry of Agriculture, by means of 
necessary precautions, such as disinfection and 
the prohibition of importation of hay and 
straw, etc., had done much to prevent the risk 
of infection.

The annual conference of the British 
Legion (North Irish esi aa opened in 
Belfast yesterday morning,when delegates from 
all the Ulster branches were present.

At a meeting of farmers at Ollerton, North 
Nottingham, on Monday night, the method of 
dealing with foot-and-mouth disease in. the 
country was discussed with Sir Daniel Hall,

Sir Daniel said that the policy of slaughter 
in stamping out the disease answered very 
well for quite:a-long period, but he had 
doubts now as to whether they could go on 
with that method, During the past twelve 
months there had been between 60 and 70 
outbreaks. He added that they might be 
driven to some other method than slaughter, 
possibly isolating or something else. He sug- 
gested that farmers should, as far as possible, 
avoid bringing new stock on to farms, as there 
was a great danger in railway transport.

- Figures for the 
month of February showed a decrease in the visible 
supply of 2,745 tons, leaving available 18,428
